The roads in England 
and France are as perfect*as they can 
be from an ordinary standpoint, horse- 
drawn vehicles, heavy drays, etc., 
practically raise no dust whatever, 
but the scorching chauffeur disappears 
from sight in a vétume of dust that 
is a standing mefiace to the public 
and its comfort. —

six miles of experimental road near 
his famous Eaton Hall estate in 
Cheshire last year, with what result 
I cannot say; but a letter of inquiry 
addressed to the chairman, Cheshire 
County Council, England, would no 
doubt be gladly answered and infor- 
mation elicited that would be valuable 
to us at this juncture.

One more request: please give me 
some information regarding the ores’ 
referred to and tests for vanadium 
and uranium, both blowpipe and chem- 
ical tests 


Let me thank you now for a reply 
to my letter in The Ti : 

Your fraternally. A. P. D. 

ANSWER: Vanadium is widely dis- 
tributed in nature and is obtainable 
from slags, certain-tCoal and combined 
sparingly with many ores of metal, in- 
cluding magnetite. Colorado and Utah 
have widely scattered vanadates—‘“a 
mountains of it” (as once expressed by 
a certain scientist) near Telluride. 
Many ores ofr vanadium carry ura- 
nium values also—notably cdrnotite, a 
double vanadate of uranium and po- 
tassium, which occurs in La Sal Creek 
Cafion, at Rock Creek (near Paradox) 
both in Montrose county. Carnotite 
occurs also near . and at many 
other points near the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railroad in Utah, with a iead 
of it near Vernal. 
Very many samples of low-grade 
vanadates are sent to this department 
of The Times for determination; many 
samples coming from Nevada, along 
the line of the San Pedro, Los Angeles 
and other 
sa‘nples from points in Arizona. 

Vanadium is rarely ever present in 
rocks high in silica contents, among 
the igneous and metamorphic rocks the 
meta! is often present in analysis. ‘‘The 
source of the vanadium in rocks ap- 
pears to be the heavy ferric-aluminous 
silicates, biotites, amphiboles, pyrox- 
enes. sometimes the vanadium occurs 
in considerable amount in these min- 
erale.”’ 

Your coal sample carries vanadic 
acid 1.56 per cent. This appears in the 
ash from the coal submitted by you.

In years te come they would 
not only serve to beautify the country, 
but would be a source of revenue to 
the government, through their timber 
While the present experiments 
hare designed to test the growth, dura-

After being 
transplanted the eucalypts are left in 
ji the flats. until they reach the stage 
when they may be transferred to their 
permanent home. Planting is not done 
until after the winter's rains have 
thoroughly moistened the soil to a4 
depth of at least. a foot. When pilant- 
ing is to be , the flats are removed 
to the planting area and. the eucalypts 
(taken. directiy from ihe flats and 
traneferred to te ground, thus avoid- 
ing as much epesire of the roots as 
possible. being pianted, the
